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PREFACE 

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Public  Health  Committee 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladi.es  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Council  Report  upon  the  health  of  the 
Urban  District  of  Hoddesdon,  for  the  year  ending  list.  December  1965° 

The  health  of  the  community  has  again  been  excellent  and  the  birth  rate 
has  risen.  Apart  from  an  outbreak  of  Measles  during  the  first  quarter  of  the 
year  there  has,  fortunately,  been  nothing  of  consequence  to  report  as  regards 
infectious  disease.  The  population  figures  have  continued  to  rise  with  a 
mid-year  population  of  19,880,  an  increase  of  690  ever  the  previous  year1 s 
total. 


During  the  year  one  of  the  Additional  Public  Health  Inspectors, 

Mr.  J.  Danson,  resigned  in  order  to  return  to  Rhodesia,  where  he  had  held  an 
appointment  before  coming  to  Hoddesdon.  I wish  him  every  success  in  his 
present  sphere  of  activity.  Following  his  resignation  a number  of  attempts 
were  made  to  find  a suitable  replacement,  without  success.  This  draws 
attention  to  the  fact  that  there  is  - and  has  been  for  some  years  - a dearth 
of  Public  Health  Inspectors  throughout  the  United  Kingdom. 

The  Association  of  Public  Health  Inspectors  has  kindly  supplied  me  with 
some  figures.  Apparently  more  than.  600  vacancies  exist  in  the  U.K.  at  the 
present  moment,  and  the  numbers  of  P.H.I’s  qualifying  over  the  past  few  years 

have  been  as  follows 

1962  1963  1964  1965 

217  112  171  179 

Fortunately  the  number  of  pupil  inspectors  is  showing  a progressive 
increase,  but  it  probably  will  be  several  years  before  this  is  reflected  in 
an  increased  availability,  and  even  then  it  is  doubtful  whether  the  supply  will 
be  able  to  cope  with  the  demand.  The  obvious  result  is  that  applicants  for 
appointments  can  afford  to  be  very  selective  about  the  vacancies  for  which  they 
apply. 


Reasons  for  the  shortage  can  be  manifold  and  varied.  Established 
Inspectors  may  find  comparable  and  better  paid  posts  in  industry,  while 
prospective  entrants  may  be  discouraged  by  higher  standards  of  entry  and 
training  and  the  recent  lengthening  of  the  Course.  Again,  working  for  Local 
Government  bias  lost  the  appeal  that  it  used  to  Jaave  a number  of  years  ago. 
Whatever  the  reasons,  the  result  is  apparent  this  being  tha'  it  becomes  more 
and  more  difficult  for  depleted  staffs  to  carry  out  their  statutory  duties.

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While  this  is  the  position  regarding  Public  Health  Inspectors,  it 
must  not  be  overlooked  that  in.  the  present  crisis  of  medical  man-power  there 
is  also  a shortage  of  candidates  for  public  health  vacancies.  The  Public 
Health  Service  and  the  whole  pattern  of  local  government  may  well  be  changed 
in  a few  years  from  now,  and  until  the  whole  position  becomes  clearer  and 
more  settled  there  is  not  a great  deal,  except  perhaps  a burning  sense  of 
dedication,  to  attract  a young  Doctor  into  the  public  health  field.  Thus, 
while  legislation  increases,  the  staff  to  carry  out  the  legislation  do  not 
increase  commensurat ely . 

My  thanks  are  once  again  due  to  the  members  of  the  Public  Health 
Committee,  the  Council  and  their  respective  Chairmen  for  their  interest  and 
co-operation  In  everything  pertaining  to  the  health  of  the  Urban  District. 

I am  also  happy  to  record  the  help  I have  received  from  Mr. David  and  members 
of  the  Department  throughout  the  year.  I should  like  to  thank  Mr»Cookson 
for  his  preparation  of  the  statistical  details. 

I am  also  grateful  to  the  ether  Chief  Officers  for  their  continued 

support .

Once  again  the  population  figures  for  196 5 showed  a distinct  increase. 

The  increase  in  1?  64  was  6-40  while  in  1965  it  was  690,  'bringing  the  total 
for  the  Urban  District  up  to  19? 880.  When  we  remember  that  these  are  mid- 
year figures*  i.e.  up  until  the  end  of  June  only,  one  can  well  imagine  that 
they  may  have  reached  the  20*000  mark  by  the  end  of  the  calendar  year*  and 
will  be  in  excess  ©f  that  by  mid-1966.  The  increase  was  made  up  of  a natural, 

increase  of  286  and  an  inward  migration  of  404. 

The  number  of  inhabited  domestic  premises  rose  from  6*316  to  6*406  while 
the  number  of  houses  per  acre,  the  number  of  persons  per  acre,  and  the  number 
of  persons  per  house*  all  increased,  the  figures  being  1.45?  4*48  and  3.10 
respectively*  as  compared  with  1.43?  4«  33  and  3*04  in  1964. 

VITAL  STATISTICS 

The  live  births,  both  legitimate  and  illegitimate  rose  from  418  to  457. 

Of  these  242  were  males  and  215  females.  This  increased  the  live  birth  rate 
per  1*000  population  from  21*78  to  22„99.  The  stall  births  fell  from  5 to  3« 

There  was  a sharp  rise  in  infant  deaths  from  4 to  8*  giving  an  infant 
mortality  rate  of  17.5  compared  with  last  year’s  figure  of  9.56.  There  was 
one  maternal  death. 

Deaths  of  all  ages  rose  from  151  to  171,  of  which  102  were  males  and  69 
females.  The  death  rates  per  1,000  population  was  8.60  as  compared  with 
7.86  last  year. 


CAUSES  CF  DEATH 

Once  again  diseases  of  the  heart  and  blood  vessels  were  responsible  for 
the  greatest  number  of  deaths,  54  out  of  the  total  of  171  or  31.6  per  cent. 

Of  these  54?  33  were  due  to  Coronary  disease,  23  in  males  and  10  in  females. 
The  youngest  age  group  in  which  Coronary  disease  occurred  was  55  ~ 65,  while 
there  were  17  deaths  over  the  age  of  75  from  this  cause. 

Malignant  disease  took  second  place  with  the  comparatively  high  figure  of 
33  or  19*3  per  cent.  The  eases  of  Cancer  of  the  Lung  rose  to  14  from  last 
year”  3 figure  of  7*  Of  these  11  occurred  in  males  and  3 in  females,  and  the 
youngest  age  group  was  45  ■»  55?  which  there  were  3 deaths.  There  were  no 
cases  of  Leukaemia. 

"’Other  defined  and  ill«defined  diseases""  which  include  such  diverse 
conditions  as  Paralysis  Agitans , Ruptured  Aneurysm,  Chorea*  Myelomatosis  and 
many  others,  were  third  in  the  list,  with  21  deaths  or  12.2  per  cent. 

The  fourth  highest  cause  of  death  was  Vascular  disease  of  the  nervous 
system.*  accounting  for  17  or  9*9  per  cent,  and  91  of  these  happened  over  the 
age  ©f  JO o 

Bronchitis*  for  which  the  English  climate  is  largely  blamed,  accounted 
for  15  deaths. 
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Once  again  there  were  5 deaths  due  to  motor  accidents;,  but  the  suicides 
fell  from  3 to  1.  The  infant  deaths  were  due  to  Congenital  Abnormalities  *»  3 - 
Acute  Respiratory  Infection  - 2 - Prematurity  - 1 - Meningo  Encephalitis  ~ 1 ~ 
Broncho-Pneumonia  - 1.

It  can.  be  seen  therefore,  that  91  out  of  a total  of  171  deaths  or  53 • 2 
per  cent  happened  over  the  age  of  70 . This  approxi mates  closely  to  last  year’ s 
figure  of  56.9  per  cento 


INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 


An  outbreak  of  Measles,  totalling  2+01  cases  occurred  daring  the  year,  the 
majority  of  cases  being  found  in  the  1-5  age  group,  and  the  greatest  incidence 
feeing  in  February  & March.  There  were  9 cases  of  Infective  Hepatitis  as  compared 
with  4 in  1964c  In  only  two  instances  could  close  association  be  demonstrated,, 
Reference  was  made  to  this  disease  in  last  year’s  report  and  it  is  again 
emphasised  that,  as  in  Food  Poisoning,  the  best  protective  measure  is  strict 
personal,  hygiene,  especially  in  relation  to  food  handling. 

TUBERCULOSIS 

The  number  of  cases  of  Tuberculosis  rose  in  1963  from  105  to  113.  Of  these 
only  2 were  newly  discovered  cases.  2 were  due  to  breakdown  or  reinfection  of  old 
cases,  while  7 came  to  settle  in  this  district  from  elsewhere.  As  against  this, 

2 cases  left  the  district  and  1 was  pronounced  cured.  Of  the  total  of  113,  104 
were  pulmonary  and  9 non-pulmonary. 

FOOD  HYGIENE 

Stringent  surveillance  of  food  premises  is  an  integral  part  of  the  work  of  a 
Public  Health  Department,  and  it  is  satisfactory  to  report  that  only  one  case  of 
food  poisoning  was  encountered  during  the  year. 

NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACTS  1948  - 51 

For  the  first  time  for  several  years  action  was  required  under  Section  47  of 

the  Act a. 

It  happens  from  time  to  time  as  persons  get  older  that,  either  due  to  illness 
or  from  other  causes,  they  find  increasing  difficulty  in  looking  after  themselves, 
and  are  averse  from  accepting  the  good  offices  of  relatives,  neighbours,  the  Health 
Visitor  and  Welfare  Organizations.  In  time  it  becomes  obvious  that  they  should  be 
taken  care  of  either  in  Part  III  Accommodation  or  in  a Hospital.  If,  as  again  can. 
happen,  they  steadfastly  refuse  such  offers  and  relapse  into  a condition  where  it  is 
apparent  that  they  should  be  removed  in  their  own  interests,  the  Medical  Practitioner 
ana  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  can  jointly  apply  to  a Justice  of  the  Peace  to 
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issue  a removal,  order  valid  for  21  days.  This  order  can  be  renewed  if  it  is 
found  necessary, 

Mrs,  E.  R„  Aged  80,  was  living  alone  in  a Council  house  where  she  was 
unable  to  maintain  the  heating  and  where  the  pipes  had  burst  due  to  the  cold 
weather.  The  house  was  unaired,  extremely  dirty,  littered  with  food  and  the 
stairs  and  floors  were  covered  with  dog  droppings.  An  order  was  obtained  and 
she  was  removed  to  the  Herts  & Essex  Hospital  on  .51st,  December. 

WORKROOM  FOR  THE  ELDERLY 


The  activities  of  the  workroom  continued  throughout  the  year  on  work 
supplied  by  Messrs,  Merck,  Sharp  & Dohme  Ltd, , the  Douglas  Paper  Company, 

B,<$:0To  (Essex)Ltd,  , Hertford  Precision  Engineers  and  the  Hoddesdon  Urban  District 
Council.  The  numbers  remained  at  approximately  22,  while  those  of  the  physically 
handicapped  who  join  the  elderly  at  this  work,  rose  to  10  towards  the  end  of  the 
year. 

In  January  a visit  was  paid  to  the  Pantomime  at  Golders  Green,  this  being 
at  the  invitation  of  the  Round  Table,  while  a summer  trip  was  made  to  Brighton  in 
July.  The  workroom  had  a party  to  celebrate  its  second  birthday  on  4-th.  March. 
Unfortunately  the  weather  was  cold  and  showy  and  this  cut  down  the  attendance. 
There  was  a Christmas  Party  in  December  at  which  the  gifts  and  entertainment 
provided  were  much  enjoyed,  A stall  was  manned  at  the  Annual  Old  People' s Pete 
at  Broxboume,  in  consequence  of  which  the  workroom  received  the  sum  of  £27»17.0d, 

Financially  the  position  has  been  eased  by  a farther  grant  of  £100  from  the 
Urban  District  Council.  While  there  are  sufficient  funds  available  to  enable  the 
workroom  to  continue  its  activities  for  a further  years  or  so,  one  cannot 
overlook  the  fact  that  there  is  a yearly  deficit  of  approximately  £70.  However, 
it  must  be  remembered  that  the  workroom  does  not  exist  primarily  to  make  a profit 
but  to  supply  a service  for  the  elderly  which  they  both  need  and  appreciate, 

HOME  SAFETY  COMMITTEE 


This  Committee  held  five  meetings  during  the  year  under  the  Chairmanship 
of  Mrs.  P,  M,  Dunton.  In  January  the  Chairman  made  an  extensive  report  on  the 
meeting  of  the  National  Home  Safety  Committee  held  in  October  1964»  with,  special 
reference  to  such  hazards  as  the  pressure-type  cork  extractor,  non-toxic  household 
gas,  lead  in  toys  and  in  flaking  paint  and  open-ended  stand  ccts.  Early  in  the 
year  the  Junior  Home  Safety  Committee  reported  a membership  of  24,  but  difficulties 
were  encountered  during  the  year,  arid  at  the  July  meeting  it  was  decided  to  take 
steps  to  form  a new  group  to  be  called  "The  Hoddesdon  Young  People*  s Home  Safety 
Group" . 

A Home  Safety  Stall  was  staffed  by  members  of  the  Committee  at  the  Old 
People's  Fete  in  June. 

Letters  were  received  from  Eastern  Gas  & Eastern  Electricity  regarding  the 
testing  of  installations  and  it  was  resolved  that  copies  of  these  should  be  sent 
to  elderly  people.  Other  matters  of  which  the  Committee  took  cognizance  were 
Accidental  Hypothermia  in  the  elderly.  Oil  Heaters  and  Electric  Blankets.  It  was 
considered  that  it  would  be  useful  to  prepare  a broadsheet  for  issue  to  the  general 
public,  drawing  attention  to  the  many  hazards  which  might  be  encountered  in  the  hon 
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Early  in  156,5  the  following  letter  was  sent  by  the  Chief  Medical 
Dfficer,  Ministry  of  Health,  to  all  Medical  Practitioners  in  the  country s- 

w You  will  I know  be  aware  of  the  rather  special  problems  which  arise 
in  connection  with  the  health  and  treatment  of  long-stay  immigrants  to 
this  country , When  they  settle  in  this  country  immigrants;,  both  aliens 
and  Commonwealth  citizens,  are  often  very  unfamiliar  with  our  customs  and, 
in  particular,  ignorant  of  the  scope  and  arrangements  of  the  National 
Health  Service,,  They  may  at  first  live  under  very  difficult  conditions 
and  some  of  them  in  their  countries  of  origin  have  been,  particularly 
subject  to  the  risk  of  tuberculosis,, 

The  main  problem  is,  therefore,  to  ensure  that  at  an  early  date  they 
learn  how  to  use  the  Health  Service  and,  in  particular,  for  us  to  secure 
by  voluntary  action  that  those  from  countries  with  a high  incidence  of 
tuberculosis  - particularly  from  Asia  - have  a chest  X-ray  as  soon  as 
possible  after  their  arrival  in  the  country,,  The  proposal  to  secure  a 
chest  X-ray  in  all  cases  before  departure  from  their  country  of  origin 
has  been  very  fully  explored  and  not  found  to  be  practicable  „ Nor  is 
routine  X-ray  of  all  immigrants  at  the  port  of  entry  a practicable 
procedure,  though  it  may  be  possible  to  arrange  for  limited  numbers  to 
be  X-ray ed0 

We  have  therefore  been  in  consultation  with  the  representatives  of  "he 
medical  profession  and  of  the  local  authorities  and  the  Minister  has 
decided  to  take  the  following  steps  s 

(a)  At  ports  of  arrival  long-stay  immigrants,  both  Commonwealth  and 
alien,  who  are  referred  to  medical  inspectors  will  be  given  a. 
hand-out  printed  in  languages  which  they  are  likely  to 
understand  (on  the  lines  of  the  example  overleaf )the  aim  of 
which  is  to  encourage  them  to  get  on  to  'the  list  of  a medical 
practitioner  in  their  place  of  residence  so  that;  (if  he  thinks 
it  desirable)  he  can  arrange  for  them  to  go  to  a mass 
radiography  unit  s a chest  clinic  or  a hospital  for  X-ray, 

(b)  Long-stay  immigrants  who  are  referred  to  medical  inspectors  at 
the  ports  will  also  be  asked  to  provide  their  destination 
addresses  and  these  will  be  sent  to  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  of  the  county  or  county  borough  concerned  (including  also 
Scotland  and  Northern  Ireland)  with  a request  that  he  should 
try  to  persuade  the  immigrants  to  act  ©n  the  advice  they  have 
been  given  in  the  hand-out 0 Medical  Officers  of  Health  and  local 
officers  of  the  Ministries  of  Labour  and  Pensions  and  National 
Insurance  will  also  be  supplied  with  copies  of  the  hand-out  in 
case  they  come  into  contact  with  immigrants  who  have  not  received 
one  or  apparently  lost  it, 

(c)  In  the  near  future  it  is  hoped  that  arrangements  can  also  be  made 
in  respect  of  those  dependants  who  obtain  entry  certificates  in 
their  country  of  origin  for  their  names  and  destination  addresses 
to  be  entered  on  a tear-off  slip  in  their  passports.  This  slip 
will  be  detached  by  the  immigration  authorities  and  passed  to  the 
medical  inspectors  so  that  the  port  medical,  officer  can  send  the 
address  on  to  the  appropriate  Medical  Officer  of  Health  in  the

same  way  as  in  the  case  of  holders  of  Ministry  of  Labour  vouchers. 

These  procedures  should,  we  hope , help  to  ensure  that  long-stay  immigrants  register 
with  general  practitioners  at  an  early  stage  of  their  life  in  this  country  and  do 
not  wait  until  they  fall  ill.  It  should  also  help  to  make  sure  that  those  for 
jvhom  it  is  appropriate  have  an  X-ray  at  an  early  stage.  We  hope  that  in  every 
case  where  you  think  it  would  be  in  the  interests  of  the  immigrant  or  his  family 
©r  associates.,  you  will  agree,  to  make  the  necessary  arrangements  for  X-ray 
exaainatioxio

This  imposes  a considerable  burden 
upon  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  who  are  not  up  to  Establishment,  and  have  much 
additional  work  to  undertake  in  implementing  the  provisions  of  the  Offices,  Shops  ash

WATER  SUPPLIES 


Public  Mains  Supply 

This  district  is  within  the  Statutory  Area  of  supply  of  the 
Metropolitan  Water  Board,  All  properties  have  an  internal  suppler  from 
the  Board"  s mains,*  except  for  a small  number  referred  to  below* 

No  complaints  of  the  inadequacy  or  poor  pressure  of  the  public 
supply  were  received  by  the  Council  during  the  year. 

Private  Supplies 

(a)  Domestic  Premises 

There  are  approximately  25  dwellings „ 2 look  keepers"  houses 
and  a holiday  caravan  camp  which  are  served  by  their  own 
private  wells  or  pump  supplies® 

Samples  were  taken  from  17  premises  during  the  year,  and 
submitted  for  bacteriological  examination®  Seven  of  the 
24  samples  taken  were  reported  as  being  of  an  unsatisfactory 
standard®  These  came  from  four  dwellings;  in  two  of  the 
eases  subsequent  samples  were  found  to  be  satisf actory/' in 
one  case  a filter  was  installed  and  in  the  remaining  one  the 
property  was  in  the  process  of  being  sold  and  the  new  owner 
is  installing  a fresh  source  of  supply® 

(b)  Industrial  Premises 

Nine  factories  are  served  by  private  water  supplies®  Eight 
samples  were  taicen  from  seven  premises 9 and  in  all  cases  the 
water  was  found  to  be  of  a satisfactory  bacteriological  standard*, 

SEWERA&E  AND  DRAINAGE 

All  the  sewage  from  the  Council0 s sewerage  system  is  pumped  through  a 
series  of  pumping  stations  in  the  district  to  the  Middle  lee  Regional  Drainage 
Scheme® s Rye  Mead  Sewage  Purification  Works*  These  Works  are  situated  just 
outside  this  Council's  Eastern  boundary  and  within  the  Ware  Rural  District 
Council0 s Area* 

In  addition  to  many  small  domestic  sewage  treatment  plants,,  there  are 
approximately  126  cesspools  and  septic  tanks  in  the  district®  These  are  situated 
mainly  in  the  less  developed  and  outlying  parts  of  the  district , where  no  sewers 
are  available* 

The  Council  undertake  the  emptying  of  cesspools  at  dwelling  houses  in 
unsewered  areas  at  six-monthly  intervals  on  request® 
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The  Council  has  three  refuse  collection  vehicles  employed  in  the 
district,  and  a weekly  collection  extends  to  all  parts  of  the  district, 

A special  service  also  exists  for  the  collection  of  discarded  large  domestic 
articles  (sogo  old  beds,  bicycles,  pianos,  etc,),  and  it  is  hoped  by  this 
means  to  avoid  indiscriminate  tipping,  which  unfortunately  often  occurs  in 
hedgerows  and  ditches  in  the  area0 

Trade  refuse  is  collected  by  special  arrangement  with  the  Surveyor, 
who  administers  the  refuse  collection  service0 

The  method  of  disposal  is  controlled  tippingo  This  was  carried  out, 
until  mid  1965?  at  the  privately  owned  tip  at  lodge  Hollow,  Cock  Lane, 
Hoddesdon,  In  mid  1965  this  tip  was  closed.  The  Surveyor  then  made 
arrangements  for  the  refuse  to  be  deposited  at  a tip  at  Ettridges  Farm, 
Broxboume,  which  is  in  the  Hertford  Rural  District  Council °s  Area,

HOUSES  IN  MULTIPLE  OCCUPATION 


The  inspection  of  houses  in  multiple  occupation  again  took  up  a 
considerable  amount  of  tiae5  214.  inspections  and  re-inspectioas  being 
made  during  the  year. 

Where  houses  were  found  to  be  over-occupied  the  person  in  charge 
was  notified  both  verbally  said  in  writing  of  the  maximum  number  of 
persons  which  could  be  accommodated,  based  ©a  the  Council” s standard, 
and  was  requested  to  reduce  the  number  of  persons  sleeping  in  the  house 
accordingly , This  informal  action  often  achieved  satisfactory 
results,  but' it  was  necessary  in  13  cases  to  serve  statutory  notices 
under  Section  90  of  the  Housing  Act,  1957,  requiring  the  abatement  of 
over-occupation.  In  one  case  the  statutory  notice  was  not  complied 
with  in  a reasonable  time  and  the  occupier  was  prosecuted  early  in  1966° 
He  pleaded  guilty  and  was  fined  £5  plus  £2„-  2C  CL  costso  The  over- 
crowding was  abated  very  shortly  before  the  case  was  heardo 

The  scheme  for  the  inspection  of  accommodation  for  new  Italian 
immigrants  continued  to  operate  during  the  year,  Three  applications 
were  made  to  bring  wives  and  families  into  this  country 0 In  all  cases 

the  accommodation  was  satisfactory  and  the  applications  were  approved. 

25  notifications  were  received  of  accommodation  which  was  to  be  used 
for  such  workers  as  specified  by  the  applicant”  s future  employer s<, 

15  of  these  were  found  to  be  satisfactory  and  the  applications  were 
approved,  but  10  were  found  to  be  unsatisfactory  and  the  applications 
were  refusedo 

So  far  as  can  be  estimated  the  flow  of  immigration  continued 
during  the  y@ar0  While  roost  ©f  the  householders  are  now  aware  of

SWIMMING  POOL 


The  open  air  swimming  pool  is  owned  by  the  Council  and  under  the 
control  of  the  Engineer  and  Surveyor.  It  was  open  to  the  public  during 
the  period  1st.  May  - 30th.  September.  The  total  number  of  bathers  and 
spectators  was  42.261  and  4*742  respectively.  By  arrangement  with  the 
Local  Education  Authority  the  pool  was  used  extensively  throughout  the 
season  by  children  from  the  local  schools  and  other  organized  parties. 

The  water  for  the  pool  is  obtained  from  the  public  mains,  and 
treated  by  pressure  filtration  and  ”'break  point”  chlorination.  When 
necessary  the  water  is  heated  to  keep  it  at  an  average  of  about  729F. 

The  flow  is  regulated  so  that  the  water  content  of  the  pool  passes 
through  the  purification  apparatus  once  every  five  hours. 

During  the  season  daily  residual  chlorine  tests  are  made  and  weekly 
samples  of  water  from  the  pool  are  submitted  for  bacteriological 
examination^  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  at  Cambridge.  All  tests 
showed  the  water  to  be  of  a satisfactory  standard. 

PUBLIC  HEALTH  ACT , 1936  - SECTION  89 
LICENSED  PREMISES  - SANITARY  ACCOMMODATION 

Every  effort  is  made  to  make  inspections  of  the  sanitary 
accommodation  provided  at  licensed  premises. 

Consultations  have  taken  place  with  the  Brewers  regarding  certain 
licensed  premises  where  modernization  would  appear  to  be  necessary,  or 
in  some  cases  is  within  the  long-term  programme  of  the  owners.  In 
discussion  matters  concerning  certain  public  houses  whose  future  is 
uncertain  have  also  been  raised,  and  are  continuing. 

In  the  case  of  xhe  Kingfisher  at  Station  Road  work  is  now 
proceeding  on  modernizing  tehese  premises,  where  proper  inside  sanitary 
arrangements  for  both  sexes  are  being  provided.

All  proposals  for  the  provision  of  new  premises,  or  for  alterations 
to  existing  premises,  where  food  is  to  be  stored,  sold  or  manufactured  etc, 
sire  scrutinized  in  order  to  ensure  that  such  premises  will  conform  to  the 
requirements  of  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations.  This  is  invariably  achieved 
by  prior  discussions  and  consultations  'with  Architects,  Surveyors,  Builders 
and  Representatives  of  the  other  interests  involved. 


Routine  inspections  were  made  of  all  food  premises  during  the  year, 
and  any  infringements  of  the  Regulations  were  pointed  out  to  those  concerned 
t©  ensure  compliance.  Helpful  guidance  and  advice  is  frequently  tendered 
and  the  co-operation  of  those  working  in  food  premises  is  sought.  Pamphlets 
outlining  the  provisions  of  the  Food.  Hygiene  Regulations  are  distributed  to 
Management  and  Employees. 


Section  2 - Several  complaints  of  unsound  food  being  purchased  were 
received  during  the  year.

One  complaint  was  made  to  the  County  Council  Weights  and  Measures 
Department  and  was  referred  to  us.  This  related  to  a tin  of  casserole  steak, 
the  contents  of  which  were  stated  to  give  off  an  offensive  smell  when  opened. 
The  complainant  having  disposed  of  the  contents,  further  action  was  limited  in 
scope.

MARKET 

Regular  inspections  were  made  of  the  stalls  at  the  weekly  market  at 
which  there  are  normally  ten  stalls  selling  foodstuffs,  to  ensure  that  the 
provisions  of  the  Pood  and  Hygiene  Regulations  and  the  Council' s "Clean  Pood9' 
Byelaws  were  complied  with,  and  to  ensure  that  there  was  no  contamination  of 

foodstuffs,

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The  above-mentioned  Act  came  into  force  on  13th.  August  1964?  and  Local 
Authorities  are  responsible  for  its  administration  for  certain  categories 
of  premises..  All  the  premises  in  the  district  known  to  come  within  these 
provisions  have  been  inspected  and  registered. 

At  the  end  of  December  1965  some  215  premises  were  on  the  register. 
It  may  be  of  interest  to  reportthat  a s a result  of  the  515  inspections  it 
was  necessary  to  write  to  the  occupiers  of  49  premises  and  below  are  given 
details  of  the  matters  to  which  attention  had  to  be  drawns  - 

First  aid  box  or  cupboard  containing  first  aid 
requisites  not  provided  for  the  use  of  employees 
in  18  instances. 

A thermometer  must  be  provided  to  permit  employees 
to  take  the  temperature  of  the  room  in  which  they  work.- 
In  18  instances  this  had  not  been  done. 

Washing  facilities.  Suitable  and  sufficient  washing 
facilities  must  be  provided.  In  14  premises  hot  water 
was  not  provided. 

Floors*  passages  & stairs.  Gangways  in  17  premises- 
there  were  badly  maintained  floor  coverings  and  in  two 
cases  hand  rails  had  not  been  provided  for  the  stairs. 

It  is  pleasing  to  report  that  the  above-mentioned  contraventions 
were  remedied  without  delay. 

The  Ministry  of  Labour  in  August  of  1965  informed  local  authorities 
that  the  making  of  regulations  regarding  lighting  had  been  considered,. 

This  was  deferred  until  further  information  was  available  about  the 
experience  of  enforcing  authorities  in  requiring  " suitable  and  sufficient" 
standards  of  lighting  under  section  8(l)  of  the  Act. 

Accordingly  the  Minister  asked  for  a report  on  the  enforcement  of 
this  section  for  the  last  three  months  of  1965.  These  details  are  given 
below  § -

Section  8 - Lighting 

In  the  three  months  ending  31st.  December  1965*  36  offices 
and  106  shops  were  inspected;  less  than  20  falling  below  the 
figures  recommended  by  the  Illuminating  Engineering  Society.

ANIMAL  BOARDING  ESTABLISHMENTS  ACT,  1963 

This  Act  requires,  with  minor  exceptions , that  any  establishment 
used  for  the  boarding  of  animals,  must  be  licensed  by  the  local 
authority o The  provisions  of  the  Act  are  designed  to  ensure  that 
animals  are  provided  with  suitable  accommodation,  that  they  are  fed  and 
exercised  in  a satisfactory  manner,  and  that  suitable  isolation 
units  are  provided  in  case  of  sickness  and  disease „ 

Only  one  licence  was  issued  this  year  as  the  holders  of  the  ether 
licences  issued  in  1964  were  vacating  their  premises  and  did  not  therefore 

require  renewal 0 

An  inspection  of  the  licensed  establishment  towards  the  end  of  the 
year  revealed  that  certain  conditions  of  the  licence  were  not  complied 
with,  and  the  owner  was  requested  to  carry  out  the  necessary  works  to 
rectify  matters 0 These  works were  subsequently  carried  outQ

PREVENTION  OF  DAMAGE  BY  PESTS  ACT,  1949 

Private  Dwelling  Houses 

133  complaints  of  infestation  were  received  from  occupiers  of 
private  dwelling  houses 0 All  but  twelve  complaints  of  mice  related 
to  the  presence  of  rats,  mainly  in  gardens  anel  out-buildings „ 214 
premises  were  inspected  and  treatment  undertaken,,  In  every  case  the 

occupiers  are  advised  of  the  precautions  necessafy  to  prevent  or 
discourage  reinf estation„ 

Business  and  Ncn-Residential  Premises 

Twenty-seven  complaints  were  received  from  owners  of  premises 
other  than  private  dwellings,  of  which  nine  were  of  mice  and  eighteen 
of  ratso  Sixty- two  such  premises  were  treated  and  the  cost  of 
undertaking  this  service  was  paid  for  by  the  owners  of  the  properties,, 

Refuse  Tips 

During  the  year  the  Council  entered  into  contracts  with  the  owners 
of  two  refuse  tips  in  former  gravel  pits  at  which  household  refuse  was 
depositedo  The  effect  of  the  contract  is  that  this  department  undertakes 
to  carry  out  the  destruction,  as  far  as  is  reasonably  possible,  of  rats 
and  mice  at-  the  tip„  Apart  from  visits  by  the  Public  Health  Inspectors, 
treatment  was  given  regularly  by  the  Rodent  Operative,,  The  Lodge  Hollow 
tip,  Hoddesdon,  ceased  to  be  used  for  the  deposit  of  refuse  in  August  1963 
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Agricultural  Premises 

Seven  premises  were  surveyed  during  the  year,  at  five  of  which 
some  degree  of  infestation  was  found.  Treatment  was  given  and  the  cost 
recovered,  from  the  owners  of  the  premises. 


Sewers 

Test  baitings  were  made  at  approximately  ten  per  cent  of  the  694  soil 
3 ewer  manholes  during  the  year.  There  was  little  evidence  of  the  presence 
of  rats  indicating  only  a light  degree  of  infestation.  Only  a small  number 
of  manholes  showed  Hakes*  of  the  poison  bait.  Treatment  was  given  in.  some 

twenty-two  manholes  with  satisfactory  results. 

Building  Developers  are  requested  to  ensure  that  drain  openings  are  not 
left  uncovered  as  rats  are  often  found  at  these  construction  sites,  attracted 
by  the  waste  food  presumably  discarded  by  the  persons  employed  on  such  sites. 

Full  details  of  the  inspections  carried  out  and  the  infestations  treated 

are  given  on  the  table  on  page  19. 

CARAVAN  SITES  & CONTROL  OF  DEVELOPMENT  ACT.  I960 

One  application  was  received  during  the  year  for  a licence  to  use  a 
caravan  for  permanent  habitation.  The  licence  was  granted  subject  to  the 
Council*  s standard  conditions  for  caravan,  sites. 

One  licence  expired  at  the  end  of  the  year  without  application  for 

renewal  as  the  caravan  was  not  on  the  site. 

The  caravan  mentioned  in  last  year8  s report  which  was  the  subject  of 
an  appeal  was  removed  from  the  site  on  dismissal  of  the  appeal. 

Of  the  25  licences  in  force  at  the  end  of  the  year  21  were  for 
recreational  purposes  only,  one  was  for  permanent  habitation  and  one  was 
for  the  Dobbs  Weir  Riverside  Holidays  Ltd.  This  site  is  licensed  for  100 
caravans  for  the  period  between  the  Sunday  before  Easter  and  the  30th.  October 

in  ary  year# 

Representations  were  made  to  the  owners  of  a local  factory  in  respect 
of  an  unlicensed  caravan  situated  on  their  premises.  An  application  for 
planning  permission  was  submitted  but  this  had.  not  been  resolved  by  the  end 
of  the  year.  Consent  was  eventually  issued  for  a limited  period  expiring 

in  1966. 

PETROLEUM  (EEGULATICN)  ACTS  1928  - 36 

Eiis  Department  is  responsible  for  administering  the  provisions  of 
the  above-mentioned  Acts.  Petroleum  spirit  may  not  be  stored  in  any 
quantity  without  a licence.  Safety  measures  are  taken  to  prevent  danger 

to  life,  limb  and  property. 

There  are  34  installations  where  Petroleum  is  stored,  and  the  testing 
of  pumps  and  tanks  has  been  carried  out  in  accordance  with  the  regulations 
to  ensure  that  the  conditions  of  the  licence  are  observed.
